The destruction of public property is treason, as 
really as selling state secrets to the enemy in wat 
time. And when the destruction is aimed at a forest 
it is a blow at the future economic security of the 
country, as well as at the extent of its present 
available assets. 

This, to say nothing of the probability that a 
human life, or more than one, will be taken if a 
forest fire sweeps any considerable area into which 
settlement has penetrated or which i® surrounded 
by settlers. Forests are of more value than fire- 
bugs, and should be protected, whatever has to be 
done to the latter.

Editor Bulletin: 
We have in Canada over one 


million people out of work, half | 


of them receiving direct relief. 
It cost Canada two hundred mil- 


lion actual dollars to feed the | 
big, willing-to-work army of men 


and women, and our government 
has no plans of any kind except 
“direct relief and not programs of 
public work will be the back- 
bone of this year’s relief policy.” 
You do not need a head for such 
policy as this, any one could vote 
money for relief and feed people 
on 25c per day. 

For the last two years I heard 


nothing but promises, confer- 
ences, more promises, and still 
more conferences, and every 


month since 1930 we are getting 
more people for direct relief. The 
business man who had savings 
in 1930 has already drawn his last 
dollar from the bank. Those who 
are still in business are crowded 
with taxes and cannot pool any 
longer. We have elected the gov- 
ernment and are paying the mem- 
bers from four thousand dollars 
up per year. These gentlemen 
should at least try to find some 
policy which Canadé shall ben 
from. 

We have plenty of development 
to do. 
Japan has begun a five-year plan 
to raise her own grain. Japan in- 
tends to spend something like five 
million dollars for this purpose.

MISTAYA 
AND ALBERTA) ROAD MAP 


“Do you know the world’s white 
rooftree?” asks Kipling in one of 
his famous poems. In this he is 
referring the Himalayas but 
might have asked the same ques- 
tion in regard to portions of our 
own Canadian Rockies. The 
height-of-land separating waters 
flowing into the Pacific and those 
which eventually find their out- 
let in the Atlantic and Arctic 
oceans, is the boundary between 
Alberia and British Columbia, 
and this dividing line might be 
taken as Canada’s great white 
rooftree. It is in this region that 
several of our most extensive 
National parks are situated— 
Banff, Jasper, Yoho and Koot- 
enay. 

An important part, 1,480 square 
miles, of this roof of the Domin- 
ion is pictured in the Mistaya 
Map Sheet, recently issued by the 
Topographical Survey of the De- 
partment of the Irterior, The 
sheet covers the area from about 
the middle of Banff Park west- 
ward through Yoho Park to the 
Mons and Freshfield glaciers, and 
from Takakkaw falls northward 
to the North Sasketchewan river.

berta-British Columbia boundary 
winds like a serpent along the 
ridges joining mountain top to 
mountain top.

Zucchini are the little Italian squashes found at 
most vegetable stands, and of very delicate flavor, 
Without scraping off any of the bright outer skin, 
boil in a small amount of water until tender. Cut 
in slices and add to the desired number of beaten 
eggs—about six to a pound of zucchini, Turn into 4 
well oiled omelet pan or skillet, folding over when 
lightly browned on the underside, Serve on a hot 
ulatter, seasoned with butter and chopped parsley. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss Yvette asks: “What is the 
cause of migraine and what can one do to prevent 
it?” 

ANSWER: Migraine is the name given to peri- 
odic headaches which occur only on one side of 
the head at a time. It is due to various disturban- 
ces of the nervous system and from the common 
cause of toxemia which is usualiy present with ail 
headaches except those resulting from an acicdent. 
Colitis, constipation, and extreme prolapsus of the 
abdominal organs are also contributing causes. 

QUESTIONS: G. G. writes: “I was wondering 
if acorns can be used for food. I have read that 
the Indians ate them, but I have tried some and 
found them too bitter.” 

ANSWER: There are both sweet and bitter 
acrons. The former are still widely used in the 
southern part of Europe and are roasted in the 
same manner as chestnuts. The bitter acrons are 
not much used as food at the present time. How- 
ever, they are quite nutritious once the tannic acid 
has been removed. They may be treated in a man- 
ner similar to olives. The bitterness can also be 
removed by grinding them and mixing with water 
and allowing the mixture to ferment. 

QUESTION: Norman R. asks: “In trying to overe 
come a catarrhal condition, should I eliminate bae 
con, mayonnaise, butter and oleomargarine? I am 


very thin and think I should use some kind of fat.” 

TNSWER: I see no reason why you should not 
use a reasonable amount of these foods, providing 
the rest of your diet is properly balanced.

Provisions Form

Lighting and wiring provisions | 
form an important feature of regu- | 
lations under the Theatres Act and 
government entertainment halls, re- 
leased on Friday by the provincial 
government. 

In entertainment halls every | 
owner or occupier of such hall shall 
provide and keep in good repair 
and condition at least two door- 
ways, one located at the front of | 
the building and the other at the | 
rear, 

The aggregate width of all door- 
ways shall not be less than in the 
yatio of 24 inches to every 100 per- 
sons, or major fraction thereof, for 
whom accommodation is provided, 
with a minimum aggregate width 
of eight feet, six inches, Every | 
outer door and every door leading | 
from an entertainment hall shall 
be so hinged that it may open freely | 
cutwards, To facilitate fhe egress 
of people, in case of alarm from | 
fire and other causes, the doors | 
shall be equipped with approved | 
panic-bolt fastenings. 

The regulations also cover exit | 
wiring, stairways, fire apparatus 
and other features, all of which 
are designed to make the buildings | 
safer to the attending public and to 
render them more secure against 
fire and other destructive forces. «
